I. SECTION ON GEOLOGY. 


The meeting was held in the usual place, Professor W. B. 
Rogers in the chair. 

A paper was read by Professor W. B. Rogers “On the 
Necessity of a Pocket-full of Rocks.” After this the contents 
of the essay were discussed with great vehemence by the 


various professors present. 

Professor R. E. Rogers now produced a boulder of sand- 
stone, which he had discovered imbedded in the mud in one 
of the streets. The specimen excited much interest. The 
professor said that he could not tell whether the boulder was 
brought there by water or fire. It had evidently been formed 
into a boulder by the attrition of water; and the deposit in 
the street was of an alluvial character; but a great hole in 
the ground, and some scoria and ashes which he saw in a box 
close by, would seem to prove the previous existence of a 
voleano in the neighborhood. ‘The stone was called by the 
natives, “ paving-stone ;” but for what purpose it had been 
placed in the street, no one could conjecture. 

Professor H. D. RoGers next read a paper upon “The 
ecological Strata observed during the Digging of a Cellar.” 
The learned professor read this very interesting and able 
essay amid the breathless attention of the auditors. He de- 
scribed the several strata as occurring in the following order : 

1. Humus, or mould, mixed with scoriac remains, com-
